September 4, 1979 - January 27, 1980 

GIFTS OF THE PRINT CLUB OF CLEVELAND 1969-1979 , A selection of some 90 
prints and drawings given to The Cleveland Museum of Art by The Print 
Club of Cleveland over the past ten years. 


September 11 - November 11, 1979 

TWENTY- ONE CONTEMPORARY JAPANESE PRINTMAKERS. An exhibition of 63 prints 
by some of the most creative Japanese printmakers working today-each 
represented by three works. Their mastery of various techniques, from 
woodblock to screen printing, is particularly impressive. Their imagery 
and choice of titles reflect the latest trends in Western art. Organized 
by the Department of Prints and Drawings of The Cleveland Museum of Art. 



September 18, 1979 - February 17, 1980 

THE MONET TRIPTYCH: WATER LILIES . The Cleveland Museum’s mural-sized 
canvas Water Lilies , originally part of a triptych painted by Claude Monet 
(1840-1926) in the last decade of his life, will be shown with the two 
other panels from the work, one on loan from the collection of the St. Louis 
Art Museum, the other from the Nelson Gallery- Atkins Museum in Kansas City, 
Missouri. The three paintings were displayed together for the first time 
in a 1978 exhibition of Monet’s late works in New York and St. Louis. 

Also on exhibit will be some of the Museum’s earlier paintings by Monet. 


October 3 - November 25, 1979 

* THE SPIRIT OF SURREALISM . The surrealist movement, its dada beginnings 
and its influence on abstract expressionism, is explored in this exhibition 
of works by major artists who were associated with or affected by the 
movement. Approximately 110 works by 22 artists, including Giorgio de 
Chirico, Paul Klee, Picasso, Joan Mir6, Rene Magritte, Max Ernst, Alberto 
Giacometti, Salvador Dali, Robert Motherwell, Arshile Gorky, and Jackson 
Pollock, have been selected from American public and private collections. 
Accompanied by a program of surrealist films. 

Organized by Edward B. Henning, Chief Curator of Modern Art at the 
Cleveland Museum, who has also prepared a fully illustrated catalogue 
for the exhibition. Supported by a grant from the National Endowment 
for the Arts.

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October 3, 1979 - January 6, 1980 

SURREALISM IN PERSPECTIVE . This exhibition, designed to support The 
Spirit of Surrealism , examines some of the artistic, literary and philosophical 
antecedents of the surrealist movement. It includes writings and art works » 
by surrealists as well as works by earlier artists and writers (such as the 
French symbolists) who shared the surrealists 1 interest in fantasy, dreams, 
and the workings of the subconscious mind. Organized by the Museum’s 
Department of Art History and Education. 


December 15, 1979 - January 27, 1980 

^SCULPTURE FROM NOTRE -DAME, PARIS; A DRAMATIC DISCOVERY , Four monumental and 
four life-size Gothic limestone heads and two statue columns from the period 
1150 to 1250 that adorned the facade and north transept of Notre-Dame 
Cathedral in Paris prior to the French Revolution, are included in this 
exhibition. The statuary was removed from the Cathedral by revolutionaries 
and sold as construction materials. Many fragments were later rescued and 
buried as "holy relics" in the courtyard of a building currently owned by the 
Banque Francaise du Commerce Ext£rieur. The pieces in the exhibit were 
unearthed in this courtyard during routine repairs being conducted by the bank 
in 1977, with the exception of the sculptured head of King David which is on 
loan from the Metropolitan Museum of Art. Even though mutilated during the 
French Revolution, the pieces in the exhibition are a haunting reminder of the 
nobility of the original figures. 

The exhibition was organized by William Wixom, Chairman, and Carmen G6mez- 
Moreno, Curator, of the Medieval Art Department of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in collaboration with A. Erlande-Brandenburg, Director of the Cluny 
Museum in Paris, and Hubert Landais, Director of the Museums of France. The 
exhibition catalogue was written by Carmen G6mez -Moreno. 


December 19, 1979 - January 27, 1980 

^ TRANSFORMATIONS IN MODERN ARCHITECTURE . About 400 buildings will be shown, 
most through photographs and a few by models, in this survey of the architecture 
of the past 18 years. The work of over 300 architects in this country and 
others will be examined. The exhibition was organized by the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York, through the generous support of The Graham Foundation 
for Advanced Studies in the Fine Arts and PPG Industries Foundation. 


February 13 - April 20, 1980 

SCIENCE WITHIN ART . Artists studied the anatomy and functions of living 
things and learned how to utilize the properties of pigments, glass, acids, 
lacquer, metals, and clay before scientists began to investigate these 
subjects. This exhibition explores the relationship between science and 
the arts from ancient times to the present through more than 50 works, 
including paintings, prints, ceramics, textiles, glass, and metal objects. 
Most are from the collections of The Cleveland Museum of Art, with some 
works from the Cleveland Museum of Natural History, The Howard Dittrick 
Museum of Historical Medicine, and private collections. Organized by 
the Extensions Division of the Museum’s Department of Art History and 
Education. 
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February 19 - March 23, 1980 

IDEA TO IMAGE: PREPARATORY STUDIES FROM THE RENAISSANCE TO IMPRESSIONISM. 

This exhibition illustrates the methods used by artists from the Renaissance 
to the late 19th century to develop and refine images for their paintings. 
These include sketches as well as more elaborate compositional drawings and 
studies in oil. The nearly 50 works of art on view are mainly from the 
collections of The Cleveland Museum of Art and include preparatory drawings, 
as well as oil paintings by Bernardo Strozzi and Thomas Eakins . Drawings 
and oil studies by Albrecht DUrer, Filippino Lippi, Giovanni Battista Tiepolo 
Peter Paul Rubens, Edgar Degas, John Singleton Copley, among others, will 
be displayed next to photo reproductions of the artists 1 finished works. 
Organized by the Museum 1 s Department of Art History and Education. 


February 19 - April 27, 1980 

-CROSS CURRENTS: NEOCLASSICAL DRAWINGS & PRINTS FROM THE COOPER -HEWITT 

MUSEUM. 135 French and Italian neoclassic drawings and prints from 1750 

to 1825 have been selected from the neoclassic collection at the Cooper- 
Hewitt Museum in New York and assembled into this exhibition by the 
Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service (SITES). The exhibit 
focuses on designs for architecture, interior decoration, decorative arts, 
and theatre, including works by Giovanni Battista Piranesi, J. L. Legeay, 
Mario Asprucci, Giuseppe Barberi, and others. The exhibit was prepared 
under the supervision of Elaine Evans Dee, Curator of Drawings and Prints 
at the Cooper-Hewitt Museum, and is accompanied by a fully illustrated 
catalogue . 


February 20 - March 16, 1980 

THE YEAR IN REVIEW . An exhibition of the 1979 acquisitions of The Cleveland 
Museum of Art . 


April 16 - May 18, 1980 

"THE MAY SHOW . The 61st annual juried exhibition of works by artists 
and craftsmen of Ohio T s Western Reserve region. Organized by the Department 
of Modern Art . 


April 30 - May 25, 1980 

TEXTILE ARTS CLUB ANNUAL EXHIBITION . A juried show of original works by 
members of the Textile Arts Club of Cleveland. This annual exhibition 
encompasses all types of textile techniques--including weaving, prints 
and dyeing, embroidery, appliqu£, and macram§-~in wall hangings, sculptures, 
and f r amed pieces. 


June 11 - August 10, 1980 

*5,000 YEARS OF KOREAN ART . This major exhibition includes 345 objects 
representative of all aspects of Korean art from 3,000 B.C. to the 20th 
century. The exhibit includes more than 35 glittering gold masterworks 
(intricate gold crowns, belts, jade pendants, and other jewelry) discovered 
in royal tomb excavations in the early 1970* s. In addition, there are 
rare Koryo celadon porcelains produced during the 11th to 13th centuries, 
sculptures of both iron and stone, gilt bronzes, paintings, tiles, ceramics, 
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and other archaeological treasures. The exhibition provides an opportunity 
to view the richness and diversity of Korean culture while illustrating 
the role of Korean arts in the larger context of East Asia. 

Organized by the Ministry of Culture of the Republic of Korea, the National 
Museum of Korea, and the Asian Art Museum of San Francisco, the exhibition 
is supported by a grant from the National Endowment for the Humanities.
